War over ‘pink slime’ has 
social media backbone

Americans enjoy the cheapest food supply 
in the world, spending the smallest share of 
their income on groceries of any country 

But as activist groups continue to pull 
back the curtain on the techniques that 
make this cheap food possible, Americans 
are raising their eyebrows and voicing their 
concerns to surprisingly powerful effect. 

This week. Beef Products Inc. announced 
the temporary shutdown of three of its 
four plants that produce an inexpensive, 
chemically treated recovered beef product 
the government calls “lean finely textured 
beef” but opponents have dubbed “pink 
slime.” The company’s decision came after 
McDonald’s, the National School Lunch 
Program, Dominick’s parent Safeway Inc. 
and Supervalu Inc., owner of Jewel, made 
public their reduction or elimination of the 
product from their outlets in recent weeks. 

While contamination problems had 
been associated with the product as late 
as 2009— when the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture was exempting it from routine 
safety tests— industry experts say new gov- 
ernment and company testing protocols 
have made it a safe and incredibly efficient 
product for the food industry which com- 
monly adds it to ground beef 

But public outcry from consumers, par- 
ents and school district officials, triggered 
by YouTube videos and online petitions, 
drove industry and government to re- 
spond. It didn’t hurt that the nickname at- 


tached to the product was disgusting. 

The responses by corporations and gov- 
ernment are just the latest examples of con- 
sumer pressure leading to changes in stan- 
dard practices in the food industry such as 
housing hens and pregnant sows in cramped 
cages and feeding antibiotics to livestock. 

“It was incredible,” said Brianna Cayo 
Cotter, communications director of change, 
org, which hosted a petition by Texas mom 
Bettina Siegel urging the USDA to stop buy- 
ing ammonia-treated beef for school lunch- 
es. “In 10 days she made the USDA, the meat 
industry and major retailers all back away 
from it. Now the demand for pink slime has 
dropped so dramatically that some of the 
factories are starting to shut down.” 

Not everyone views such popular upris- 
ings as a positive development. 


ORIGIN STORY 

The term “pink slime” came from a 2002 
internal email between two USDA sci- 
entists who were concerned at the time 
about its safety and lack of labeling. The 
emails surfaced when The New York 
Times, reporting on the safety of ground 
beef in 2009, obtained them under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 


“Something is seriously out of kilter in 
our communications environment when 
safe food products and proven technolo- 
gies can be torpedoed by sensationalist, 
misleading, yet entertaining social media 
campaigns,” said David B. Schmidt, presi- 
dent and CEO of the International Food 
Information Council.

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Sex education:

According to the

Often, we learn about the horndogs 
and the bees in a high school sex- 
ed class. I fondly remember 
my gym teacher awkwardly 
mumbling through dia- 
grams of the reproduc- 
tive systems with a 
few dozen pictures of 
the horrors of herpes 
thrown in for good mea- 
sure. The message was 
clear: Abstinence until 
death or you will get the 
clap, you dirty slut! There was 
no follow-up Q&A session. 

That is where esteemed sex 
columnist and Chicago native Dan Savage 
and his new MTV series, “Savage U,” come 
in, loudly, proudly and sheathed in latex. 

The show, which debuts at 10 p.m. Tuesday, 
follows Savage as he takes his expertise on 
the road, visiting college campuses across the 
U.S. and dispensing sex advice better than 
anything your loth-grade gym teacher could 
diagram on a chalkboard. Savage’s show gives 
Millennials something we’ve been yearning 
for since puberty: grown-up sex-ed. 

Considering the country’s sex-ed cur- 
riculum hasn’t changed since the 1960s, 
it seems like Savage has his work cut out 
for him. According to a 2008 University of 
Chicago study, 93 percent of Illinois schools 
have sex-ed but only 42 percent are teach- 
ing comprehensive curriculum including the 
realistic stuff such as condoms, birth control 


and sexuality Although there is currently 
a comprehensive sex-ed bill in the Illinois 
legislature that would ensure Illinois teens 
get more than a herpes slide show, for now 
many teens (and adults) learn about the sexy 
“good stuff” from the always-reliable sources 
of HBO and Redtube. 

This type of “education” comes with its 
own problems. Despite the well-lit, mess- 
free simultaneous orgasms we see on any 
given Sunday on “Californication,” real-life 
sex looks a little more like the floundering of 
an overserved Situation on “Jersey Shore” ...

As Savage himself says in a promo for the 
show: “The more we talk about sex before 
people are having it, the less problems they 
are encountering when they have it, the bet- 
ter informed they are, they can make better 
choices. So there is going to be less talking 
about the train wreck afterward if we do 
some talking about it ahead of time.” 

Let the re-education begin!

John Harris, who was chief of staff for Rod 
Blagojevich when both were arrested in De- 
cember 2008, was sentenced Wednesday to 
just 10 days in prison for assisting the then- 
governor’s efforts to sell a vacant U.S. Senate 
seat. 

Harris apologized and acknowledged he 
failed to live up to his own standards. “I lost 
my way,” he told the judge. 

U.S. District Judge James Zagel said Har- 
ris was too close to power to avoid prison 
entirely “The offense is so serious and so 
crucial that I cannot impose upon you a sen- 
tence that does not involve custody” he said. 

Harris, who was Blagojevich’s chief of staff 
for three years, admitted suggesting ways 
for Blagojevich to personally benefit from 
selling the Senate seat vacated by Barack 
Obama before his rise to the presidency But 


at other times Harris expressed opposition 
to Blagojevich’s schemes or intentionally 
didn’t follow the ex-governor’s instructions. 

When he pleaded guilty to a single count 
of wire fraud seven months after his stun- 
ning arrest, Harris became the first Blago- 
jevich insider to formally agree to testify 
against the former governor. He provided 
key testimony at both of Blagojevich’s trials. 

Assistant U.S. Atty Carrie Hamilton, one 
of the prosecutors in the probe of the for- 
mer Blagojevich administration, called Har- 
ris “arguably” the prosecution’s most impor- 
tant trial witness. 

Lawyers for Blagojevich were unable to 
diminish Harris’ credibility on cross-exami- 
nation, Hamilton said. “There was nothing 
that could be done with him on cross,” she 
said. Blagojevich began serving his 14-year 
sentence earlier this month. 


Prosecutors had agreed to recommend 
that Harris serve less than 3 years in prison 
for his cooperation. Harris’ lawyer, Terry 
Ekl, sought probation. 

Before sentencing Harris, Zagel spoke 
at length about Blagojevich and his work 
habits and how he wore down his staff 
Zagel even said that, if he were in Harris’ 
shoes, he may have acted the same way 

“But I would have left sooner, much 
sooner,” Zagel said. 

The judge praised Harris for his coop- 
eration with investigators. 

Harris’ cooperation included testifying 
for 10 days at two Blagojevich trials. A sub- 
dued, matter-of-fact Harris told jurors he 
and Blagojevich talked about parlaying the 
power to name someone to Obama’s seat 
for campaign cash or a lucrative job for 
Blagojevich. ap contributed. 



Luxurious 
new aircraft 
coming 
to O’Hare

LOT Polish Airlines is the first airline to 
announce that it will offer an O’Hare flight 
aboard a revolutionary Boeing 787 Dream- 
liner aircraft. 

The airline will begin service in January 
between Chicago and Warsaw, Poland, its 
CEO said Wednesday at a news conference 
in Chicago. “Chicago is our biggest mar- 
ket, not only in the U.S. but worldwide,” 
said LOT Polish Airlines CEO Marcin 
Pirog. Last year, the airline flew 160,000 
passengers between Chicago and Warsaw, 
he said. 

O’Hare’s most dominant airline. United 
Airlines, is scheduled to take delivery of 
a 787 slightly earlier— scheduled for the 
second half of this year— and would “like- 
ly” use a 787 on routes through Chicago, 
possibly as soon as the fourth quarter of 
this year, spokeswoman Mary Ryan said. 
However, United hasn’t announced a flight 
schedule for the aircraft. 

The Boeing 787 Dreamliner is a twin- 
aisle plane that offers the best fuel econo- 
my and range for a craft its size and prom- 
ises far greater comfort for passengers. 

The 787 is said to be the most technolog- 
ically advanced commercial aircraft ever 
built. The jet’s largely composite structure 
is lighter and delivers greater fuel efficien- 
cy a big deal for airlines. Besides saving 
airlines money, it would enable carriers to 
bypass airport hubs and directly connect 
city pairs that otherwise wouldn’t generate 
enough passenger traffic to fill bigger jets. 

Eor passengers, the plane has the indus- 
try’s largest windows and overhead bins. 
Quieter and smoother-riding, the aircraft 
has wider aisles and seats, more comfort- 
able cabin pressure and cleaner air using 
a filtration system to remove offensive 
odors.

Anti-Semitic graffiti 
reported at synagogue

Authorities were reviewing video surveillance 
as they investigated anti-Semitic graffiti that 
was spray-painted at a North Side synagogue 
early Wednesday morning. 

The video appears to show one person 
committing the vandalism between 12:45 
and I a.m., according to Bob Krakowsky exec- 
utive director of the Anshe Emet synagogue 
at 3751 N. Broadway He said a passerby can be 
seen in the video, and hopes the person will 
come forward. 

Krakowsky said he was “extremely trou- 
bled” by the incident. “We work very hard at 
our security and something like this has just 
not occurred before,” he said. 

The graffiti included “Murder Jews” and 
“Execution— Jews,” and was painted in white 
letters on a wall near the parking lot wall, on 
sidewalks and on a nearby building. The graf- 
fiti at the parking lot was covered with tarps 
before children arrived for school, officials 
said. 

“It’s utterly shocking to come to a build- 
ing filled with children, a building that is 
filled with a community of faith, and to see 
the ugliness and pure abject anti-Semitism 
just scrawled on the building,” Senior Rabbi 
Michael Siegel said. “It is just a shocking and 
sobering moment for all of us.” 

Siegel said the vandalism may have been in- 



spired by last week’s killing of four people at 
a Jewish school in Toulouse, Erance, three of 
them young children. 

The American Jewish Committee in Chi- 
cago called the vandalism just before the holi- 
day of Passover “a sad reminder of the persis- 
tence of anti-Semitism.” 

AJC Chicago director Dan Elbaum said 
the graffiti is “particularly galling given last 
week’s murder of four Erench Jews by an at- 
tacker claiming to be motivated by events in 
the Middle East. All words have consequenc- 
es, and we should keep that in mind as we call 
upon all people of good faith to speak out 
against the vandalism.” 

Police said there were no witnesses and no 
one was in custody 


Chicago hits 100-homicide mark eariy

Chicago surpassed 100 homicides for the year 
last week, the fastest it has reached that mark 
in at least seven years, but that doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean the city wiU end the year with an 
unusually high homicide count. 

It’s been eight years since the city record- 
ed more than 100 homicides from January 
through March, according to police data. 

Police logged 106 homicides in the first 
quarter of 2004, records show That year, 454 
homicides were recorded by year’s end. 

Compare that with 2001, when 105 ho- 
micides were logged from January through 
March. That year, 667 were logged by year end. 


One quarter alone can not predict how 
the city will fare for the whole year, a RedEye 
analysis of police data shows. 

In 2008, the last year the city logged more 
than 500 homicides, 88 homicides were re- 
corded in the first quarter of the year. But 
that year saw a high number of homicides in 
the summer, which contributed to the jump 
in the annual number, which had been hover- 
ing around 450 homicides since 2004. 

There’s no question that 2012 is off to a 
rough start with more than 100 homicides al- 
ready in the books. 

By this time last year, 75 homicides had 
been recorded. The city logged 441 homicides 
last year, the lowest level since 1965.

Criminal charges filed 
against JetBlue pilot 


AUSTIN, Texas Authorities filed criminal charges 
Wednesday against a JetBlue pilot who screamed 
over the radio, pounded on the door of the cockpit and 
was tackled by passengers during a chaotic flight from New 
York forced to make an emergency landing in Texas. 

Flight 191 was diverted to Amarillo, Texas, on Tuesday, fol- 
lowing what federal authorities described as erratic behav- 
ior by captain Clayton Frederick Osbon, who passengers 
said was restrained after he pounded on the locked cockpit 
door. 

A U.S. attorney in Texas filed a complaint charging Osbon 
with interfering with the crew It is unusual for a commer- 
cial airline pilot to be charged in this way 

Osbon, 49, remains in a guarded facility at a hospital in 
Amarillo, and U.S. Attorney Sarah Saldana said he faces up 
to 20 years in prison if convicted. 

Osbon was suspended while the FBI investigates the inci- 
dent, the airhne said Wednesday 

“He has been removed from all active duty and respon- 
sibilities pending further investigation,” JetBlue spokes- 
woman Tamara "Vbung said, declining to comment further 
on that investigation. 

JetBlue, which had said Tuesday the flight was diverted 
due to a “medical situation” involving the captain, said Os- 
bon was a 12-year veteran of the airHne. 

An affidavit by an FBI agent shows that trouble for the

When the Archery Bow Range opened two 
years ago in Humboldt Park, the owners ex- 
pected to subsist on a small but steady stream 
of regulars, bow hunters and target shoot- 
ers— the traditional, mostly male crowd that 
has defined the sport’s modest fan base for 
decades. 

But Hollywood has rediscovered the bow 
and arrow, and the target audience has shifted 
and grown. Archery may not have had much 
of a coolness factor when it was just a staple 
of summer camps and gym classes, but now it 
may have something better: a Katniss factor. 

Mirroring a national boom, introduc- 
tory archery classes have been packed as the 
bxxzz for “Hunger Games” and its bow-toting 
heroine, Katniss Everdeen, has grown. This 
weekend, as “Hunger Games” fans spent 


$155 million at movie theaters, classes at the 
range were overfilled, and mostly with girls 
and women hoping to channel their inner 
Katniss, instructor EvaTi^m said. 

“The last couple of weeks have been crazy 
especially this last weekend,” said ^m, who 
read the “Hunger Games” trilogy of books 
just last year, hoping to keep up on story ref- 
erences from her new students. 

“{The crowds] were definitely all ‘Hunger 
Games’-related. We had a group of 20-some- 
thing women who came in for a birthday 
party, who were going to the movie afterward. 
One of them had a T-shirt that said ‘Team 
Katniss.’ ” 

At an introductory class Tuesday night, so 
many newbie archers showed up that they 
had to rotate onto the shooting range in 
three groups of six.

Seto asked and “I was like, ‘I am so down to 
go to archery’ ” admitted Kim, who saw the 
movie in its opening weekend. “Yes, Katniss 
was my inspiration.” 

Archery, which has struggled to find a niche 
in popular culture roughly since the invention 
of firearms, is enjoying a rare moment in the 
spotlight. 

In the last year, the Archery Trade Associa- 
tion has noted a 20 percent increase in equip- 
ment sales. Visits to US Archery’s website 
jumped 30 percent in January and February, 
and the youth divisions at sanctioned events

USA Archery is hoping to make stars out 
of real-life archers in August, when the 2012 
Summer Olympics in London will feature fa- 
vorite Brady Ellison, the world’s No. i-ranked 
men’s archer, and Khatuna Lorig, a Team USA 
member who coached Katniss herself, “Hun- 
ger Games” star Jennifer Lawrence. 

“Brady Ellison is a young, cool-looking guy I 
think he’ll be good for the sport,” laconi said. 
“It’s not an overnight thing, but I think in gen- 
eral [the movies] are making archery look cool.” 
Whatever the reason, the archery boom is 


real, said Terry Pryor, whose Archery Custom 
Shop has operated an indoor shooting range 
in Eorest Park since 1948. 

“I have never seen anything like it,” Pryor 
said. “There was a little something in the 
1980s, when ‘Rambo’ was out. But that was all 
young men coming in.” 

Over the past two years — the first “Hunger 
Games” book was published in 2008 —Pryor 
has seen an influx of students from the young- 
adult demographic, many of them girls. Still, 
Pryor wasn’t aware of “The Hunger Games” 
until he heard one of his grade-schooler stu- 
dents talking about the movie. 

“I’m going to read the books now for sure,” 
he chuckled. “Em doing 15 to 20 private les- 
sons a week now, mostly kids. Two years ago, 
I was doing, maybe one or two [lessons], and 
it was men.”

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For some, texting and 
walking don’t mix

Think texting and walking is no problem? Well, maybe you 
should talk to Bonnie Miller, a Michigan woman who re- 
cently fell off a pier while texting and walking at the same 
time. 

“I can’t let pride get in my way of warning other people 
to not drive and text or walk and text. It’s quite danger- 
ous,” Bonnie Miller told ABC 57, a local TV station in South 
Bend, Ind. 

Miller plunged into the waters of Lake Michigan this 
month when she was out for a stroll with her husband and 
15-year-old son. As the family ambled down the pier, enjoy- 
ing the weather. Miller remembered she needed to change 
an appointment. She pulled out her cellphone to send a 
quick text. 

“Next thing you know it was the water,” she told ABC 57. 

When it looked like Miller was having trouble staying 
afloat, her husband jumped in after her, and so did a 19 -year- 
old bystander. 

Fireflghters and the Coast Guard soon arrived, and a St. 
Joseph police officer threw them a flotation device and 
helped them climb the ladder back up to the pier. 

Everyone was OK in the end, although Miller said her ego 


took a bruising. 

“I can’t believe how many people came,” she said. “I’m re- 
ally quite embarrassed.” 

Miller is not the only person to suffer humiliation after a 
texting-and-walking accident. 

Last year, Cathy Cruz Marrero was texting and walking 
in a mall in Reading, Pa., when she tumbled into a fountain. 

She wasn’t injured, but she told CBS News that she cried 
for days after footage of the accident landed on AbuTibe, 
where it was viewed more than 2 million times. 

“The humiliation,” she said in a video interview. “Tbu 
don’t know how many people are laughing at you.” 

She also noted the danger of texting and walking. “I could 
have been walking into a bus, a car, a ditch. Anything. Tex- 
ting and walking— take it from me— is dangerous.” 

On AbuTube you’ll find video of another texting-and- 
walking fall, caught on tape by the Canadian Broadcast 
Company The camera is focused on a gray-haired man who 
appears to be talking about an Ontario spending report, but 
behind him on the right of the screen you’ll see a woman 
tumble down a small flight of stairs and then a group of 
people rush to her aid. 

She was lucky, though: The media didn’t get her name.
